The Week's Business and the Outlook, 


M Reported by B. Q. Dun & Co. 


NEW YOBK, Aug. 1.—R. G. Dun & 


Co.'s weeldv review of trade says: 


Business continues dragging and , dull, 


Trade* at the south Is' peculiarly depressed 
because there la too .much cotton. With 
several hundred thousands of bales of latt 
year's crop left ovor In the world's markets 
and wltti cornpetentrjadgefl predicting an- 
other crop even larger than that of 199J, it Is 
no wonder that prices aro low aud pro- 
ducers scarcely get enough to pay for rais- 
ing and picking. Hence country merchants 
do not buy freely mid tho prospect of a great 
yield which at other times might be helpful, 
tends to produce stagnation. 
Again,- In 
parts of the west, "where crops failed 
lastytmr, trade has.not y'et recovered Iroin 
tho grtJit depression resulting, and as long 
us the corn crop Is in doubt oompleto recov- 
ery Isnot to be expected, -In several states 
legislation hostile to capital cause's mnoh 
disturbance. Further, the collapse of real 
estate speculation In many parts ot the 
west and south has brought severe losses 
and embarrassment to many. At the east 
monetary uncertainties have a powerful 
influence. European difficulties do not puss 
as quickly or fully as was expected, and 
now swlous financial trouble la apprehended 
In Russia fccoauso of failure of crops, which 
will only help this country In the end. 
There Is growing doubt whether the move- 
ment of crops' iK-rt) will not cause a tem- 
porary drain -L-TutUfcr tiian the eastern money 
markuu uau ntuot;. but IE the grain onu be 
sold, t!ie fcoUl will come.

At Hartford and Buffalo trade Is 
quiet, but the demiuul for lumber Im- 
proves; 
at Pittsburgh 
business 
Is un- 


changed and rather slow; at Cleveland fairly 
good for tho season, and at Cincinnati some- 
what moro active. Chicago reports receipts 
of wheat seven times larger; of rye and 
cured m oat H, Uml and wool double last 
year's; of dressed beef u third larger, with 
some Increase in cJiuuso and butter, Dry 
goods sales are slightly larger, and good or- 
ders nro soon for clothing and shoes. At 
Omaha trade Is fair, and at Milwaukee satis- 
factory and Increasing. Activity is noted 
at St. ran]. Throughout the northwest tho 
the prospect of crops is exceedingly good, 
at Kansas City wot weather Interferes with 
harvesting. Tho distribution of goods [son 
a larger scale at St. Louis, and at southern 
points business is dull or only fair. The 
great Industries show no important change 
for the week, though It must be said that 
dlahoartonmont In tbo woolen goods trade 
secni!) to increase, aud It IB admitted that 
sales arc not equal to last year's, though the 
trade was dragging then. Much of the 
trouble Is attributed to excessive credits In 
the clothing trade. In boots and a hoes 
there Is con t Inn oil Improvement. Tho coal 
trade is still depressed by excessive produc- 
tion, tho output exceeding that of lastyear 
to (lute by 2,70f>,DOD tons. Copper is still de- 
pressed by tlio apathy of homo consumers, 
and there is very liulo trade IA lean, while 
speculation has lifted and again depressed 
tho price of tin. I'lilhidolphla describes the 
Iron market us frightfully dull, and sales to 
realise ur'u made at prices considerably be- 
low quotations. Structural mllla oro well 
supplied for the present, and bur Iron Is 
stoutly, though the poverty of railroads 
makes tho demand scanty, but plutea are 
Irregular, buyers refraining from taking 
rails, and the lower grades of pig Iron are 
offered hero below quotations. Tho market 
for bi'cadstuffs has bueu strengthened byre* 
ports of Injury to tho crop In Russia, and 
wheat hus risen Ite cents and com one-half 
cent, while no ohuugo appears In cotton. 
Tlio. pride of oil hixs fallen over 8 cents for 
the week, but pork products aro a shade 
stronger.

NEW YOBK, Aug. 1.—The resignation 


of Collector Erhardt seems likely to be 
followed by a series ol political sur- 
prltes. Close upon the heels of Er- 
hardt's resignation comes the report 
.that Special Treasury Agent WUbnr is 
likely to be appointed assistant ap- 
praiser for the port of New York. Ap- 
praiser Cooper said to-day: "I have not 
been officially notified of the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Wilbur and have certainly 
not been consulted in the matter. 
While I was in Washington, however, 
I heard the matter seriously talked of 
aud would not be surprised if the ap- 
pointment was made. If such a step 
should be taken I should regard it aa 
a personal menace to myself. To ap- 
point a man. for my assistant. who has 
waged a personal fight with me for the 
past eighteen months could be regarded 
in no other light and would, if the threat 
was caried out, be equivalent to de- 
manding my resignation, which I have 
failed thus far to place In the 
hands of the president. As to the motive 
which would lead to Mr. Wilbur's ap^ 
pointment, I can safely say that it is 
not at the request of either business 
men nor politicians, but rather ema- 
nates from a body of gentlemen who 
are now filling positions and deciding 
upon questions of which they have to 
say the least, no practical knowledge, 


"As to the motive which would im- 


pel the president to consider the recom- 
mendation of the board of general ap- 
praisers, who would like doubtless to 
have one of their friends in my depart- 
ment, 1 can say that it is not unusual 
for a person with aspirations for the 
position of chief magistrate of this 
country in the effort to strengthen his 
cause to commit the vary act which 
will be fatal to his hopes. 


"John Sherman once intenfered in 


• politics in the state of New York by 
removing the »olleetor and surveyor. 
By so doing he lost the presidency. 
History has a habit of repeating it- 
self. At the present time, just before 
an important state election is to take 
place, it seems to me that it ia o matter 
fraught with much danger to attempt 
to make radical changes.: Mr. Harri- 
son has made a good president, and his 
renomination is considered as a possi- 
bility, but there has never been any 
real enthusiasm for him.
